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PREFACE 

THE  third  edition  of  Population  and  Its  Distribution  is  based 
on  the  1920  Census  of  the  Population  of  the  United  States. 

The  Census  authorities  were  frequently  consulted  and  the  Com- 
pany wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  their  help  and  co-opera- 
tion and  especially  to  acknowledge  its  indebtedness  to  Mr.  William 
C.  Hunt,  Chief  Statistician  for  Population,  for  his  generous  interest 
in  the  work. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  began  to  release  the  first  city  counts 
in  April,  1920,  and  although  it  did  the  work  in  record  time,  the 
last  of  the  data  needed  for  this  edition  was  not  received  until 
June,  1921.  In  compiling  the  material,  we  were  governed  in  all 
instances  by  the  rulings  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  Of  particular 
importance  is  the  Census  definition  of  urban  population;  defined 
as  "that  residing  in  cities  and  other  incorporated  places  of  2,500 
inhabitants  or  more."  However,  "in  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  and  New  Hampshire  (except  in  two  instances)  it  is  not  the 
practice,  as  in  other  states,  to  have  municipal  incorporations,  such 
as  villages,  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  and  no  town  becomes  a 
city  until  its  population  is  much  in  excess  of  2,500.  For  this  reason 
it  has  been  necessary  to  include  in  the  urban  territory  of  these 
states  not  only  the  population  of  cities  but  that  of  all  towns  having 
over  2,500  inhabitants.  The  'urban'  area  in  each  of  these  three 
states  includes,  therefore,  some  population  which  in  other  states 
would  be  classed  as  'rural'  but  it  is  not  thought  that  the  propor- 
tion of  urban  population  is  greatly  increased  thereby." 

In  Maine  and  Connecticut  there  are  a  considerable  number  of 
unincorporated  places  with  a  population  of  2,500  or  more.  For  this 
reason  they  are  listed  separately  for  the  convenience  of  those  de- 
sirous of  making  a  detailed  study  of  these  states.  In  the  tables 
giving  group  totals  which  follow  the  census  procedure,  the  totals 
for  these  places  are  included  in  the  totals  for  the  rural  population 
of  each  state,  since  although  they  do  have  a  population  of  2,500  or 
more  they  are  not  incorporated.     In  New  Hampshire  on  account 
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of  the  greal  number  of  unincorporated  places  under  lVIoo  t  Ik  >  have 
been  li^i <•< I  separately . 

State  totals  for  thenumber  of  families  are  estimates.  They  were 
obtained  l>>  dividing  ill"  total  state  population  l»\  1.5,  the  average 
number  of  persons  i«»  a  family  in  the  I  nited  States  in  1910.  The 
Census  authorities,  when  consulted,  advised  the  use  of  this  figure 
although  they  thought  it  a  little  high  as  t  h« ■  average  number  of 
persons  to  a  family  has  been  steadily  decreasing  since  1890. 

Reference  is  made  throughout  I  be  l><><>k  to  cities  "falling  within 
adjacenl  territory  of  other  cities,  e.g.,  "Lynn,  Massachusetts 
falling  within  the  adjacent  territory  of  Boston,  Massachusetts," 
etc.  These  selections  are  based  on  the  1910  census  as  similar 
data  for  1920  arc  not  yet  available. 

Miscellaneous  state  data  are  given  on  the  pages  with  the  indi- 
vidual state  maps,  as  well  as  summarized  at  the  close  of  the  state 
tables.  These  figures,  with  the  exception  of  those  for  autos  and 
l  rucks,  elect  ric  passenger  cars,  electrically  wired  houses,  and  central 
power  stations,  are  official  government  figures,  and  in  each  case 
include  a  statement  of  sources.  These  data  have  been  collected  at 
irregular  intervals  but  are  the  latest  available  at  this  time. 

An  explanation  regarding  the  statistics  on  the  distribution  of 
wholesale  and  retail  dealers  throughout  the  United  States  is  given 
on  page  30 1  immediately  preceding  the  tables.

Though  differing  in  detail  for  each  firm,  in  effect, 
the  same  problem  confronts  every  com- 
pany which  has  a  product  to  sell 

IN  1904  one  of  our  clients  who  sold  his  product  direct  to  the 
retailer,  stated  he  could  afford  to  have  his  salesmen  cover  all 
towns  of  2,500  or  over.  Except  in  very  large  cities,  he  sold  through 
exclusive  dealers.    He  had  800  accounts  on  his  books. 

On  referring  to  atlases  it  developed  that  there  were  1,891 
towns  of  2,500  population  or  over.  Obviously  he  had  only  forty- 
two  per  cent  distribution. 

It  would  seem  that  the  incentive  to  secure  the  great  volume  of 
new  business  possible  would  have  led  to  immediate  action;  but 
such  was  not  the  case. 

The  additional  towns  could  not  be  added  profitably  by  merely 
adding  salesmen.  Salesmen  already  covering  the  territories  would 
have  to  be  re-routed.  Personal  readjustments  for  men  old  in  their 
respective  territories  were  involved — in  fact  the  whole  chain  of  cir- 
cumstances which  unless  faced  with  determination  leads  to  the  in- 
definite postponement  of  action.  Unless  the  necessary  readjust- 
ments were  faced,  however,  this  manufacturer's  business  would  not 
grow  beyond  the  increase  in  volume  from  existing  accounts.  New 
accounts  added  under  the  old  system  would  not  more  than  offset 
the  loss  among  old  accounts. 

As  a  starting  point  for  the  work  of  readjustment  a  list  of  every 
town  in  the  United  States  of  2,500  inhabitants  and  over  was  made 
for  this  client.  These  towns  were  grouped  by  states  and  by  size. 

So  useful  were  the  original  typewritten  sheets  on  this  problem 
and  so  immediately  did  they  come  into  demand  for  the  solution  of 
similar  problems  that,  as  soon  as  the  figures  of  the  1910  census 
were  available  we  compiled  in  book  form  the  original  issue  of  Pop- 
ulation and  Its  Distribution. 

In  the  great  majority  of  businesses  just  such  problems  as 
that  company  faced  are  continually  arising.

In  addition  to  listing  all  towns  in  the  United  States  down  to  500 
inhabitants  with  their  counties,  we  have  added  an  outline  map  of 
each  state  showing  the  location  of  its  principal  centers.  The  trade 
information  has  been  extended  to  include  thirty  separate  classifica- 
tions of  dealers,  w  holesale  and  retail,  in  the  leading  trades.  These 
classifications  give  the  number  of  dealers  in  each  city  of  50,000  and 
"\  •  i ,  as  well  as  by  states. 

Corporation  and  personal  income  and  tax  returns  for  1918, 
subscriptions  to  the  Fourth  Liberty  Loan,  and  the  number  of  tele- 
phones, farms,  post  offices,  central  power  stations,  automobiles 
and  trucks  registered,  and  the  miles  of  railroads,  rural  roads,  im- 
proved roads,  etc.,  are  given  by  states. 

This  book  furnishes  the  facts  which  the  manufacturer  needs 
for  a  closer  analysis  of  markets  and  we  believe  that  the  additions 
we  have  made  will  make  it  even  more  useful  than  the  former  edi- 
t  ions.

Till]  I  iiiicd  Stairs  governmenl  furnishes  no  statistics  relating 
to  the  distribution  of  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  through- 
out the  country.  In  order  to  obtain  data  for  the  follow  ing  tabula- 
tions a  systematic  investigation  of  sources  was  necessary. 

The  sources  from  which  final  selection  for  these  tables 
were  made  are  too  numerous  to  list  in  detail.  They  include  official 
trade  directories,  mercantile  agency  rating  books,  city  and  tele- 
phone directories,  Dun  and  Bradstreet,  trade  and  other  magazine, 
local  newspapers,  and  city,  state  and  national  trade  organization-. 
In  a  few  instances  state  totals  could  only  be  obtained  through 
addressing  companies,  but  in  the  main,  the  counts  were  either 
made  or  checked  by  the  J.  Walter  Thompson  Company. 

In  cases  where  two  or  more  figures  were  available  from 
different  sources  for  the  same  trade,  discrepancies  were  carefully 
analyzed  before  a  selection  was  finally  made. 

These  figures  are  not  official.  The  Company  cannot 
guarantee  their  absolute  accuracy,  but  it  believes  them  to  be 
sufficiently  accurate  to  serve  as  a  reliable  index  to  the  number  of 
dealers  in  the  trades  specified. 

To  have  obtained  even  these  figures  would  have  been 
impossible  without  the  generous  assistance  of  many  persons  and 
organizations. 

Especial  thanks  are  due  to  officials  of  local,  state  and 
national  trade  associations  and  chambers  of  commerce  and  to  the 
editors  of  trade  directories,  trade  magazines  and  local  newspapers.
